The old fire house, located on 
the corner of Amethyst and Lo- 
mita Drive is not large enough 
to house the present equipment 
and will not be large enough to 
store the new Ward Le France 
Diesel pumper that the depart- 
ment will received in November, 
The new 1250 gpm pumper cost- 
ing $50,000 will presumably sit 
out front of the station until the 
new facility is: finished. 

The Alta Loma Fire Depart- 
ment has come a long way since 

1922 when a group of citizens 
of the area banned together and 
financed a volunteer fire de- 
partment with private subscrip- 
tions and benefit dances, A board 
of directors was soon formed 
and purchased a Model T equipped 
chemical pumper, In those days 
any person who hada fire was ex- 
pected to pay $10 to $25 or what- 
ever he felt was just, to help pay 
expenses, The firemen did not 
receive any pay and as one of the 
original firemen said, ‘‘Many a 
pair of trousers was ruined by 
the acid which was used to build

up pressure in the tanks.” 

Today, the department is called 
a ‘‘combined’’ department with 
four full time paid firemen and 
twenty-four men ‘‘on call,’’ How- 
ever, as in the past, finances 
are always a problem and 80- 
lutions are not always easy to 
find. 

The department presently has 
$80,000 budgeted for the $239,500 
fire station, According to Bill- 
ings $9,700 has been spent to 
procure the land, which is just 
over an acre in size, Using the 
remaining $70,000 for the build+ 
ing, Alta Loma will be faced 
with approximately a $150,000 
bill to pay. Billings hopes the 


payment can be made by the 
passing of a tax initiative in 
November, 


The new tax initiative as @X- 
plained on the sample ballot, will 
seek popular approval to raise 
the tax rate to the maximum of 
$.70 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion. It will be an increase of 
about $.08 as the present tax 
rate is $.61 per $100, 

The Insurance Services Of- 
fice of California which rates 
areas for fire protection and 
upon that rating many fire ine 
surance premiums are based, 
recommends the building of the 
new gtation on the proposed 
site, Alta Loma’s rating has 
decreased from class 8 which is 
rather high and costly in insur- 
ance premiums, to class 6, and 
presumably could go lower with 
the building of the new station, 

In explaining the tax initia- 
tive, Jack Whitney, president of 
the Board of Directors of the 
Alta Loma Fire Protection Dis- 
trict urged its acceptance by 
saying, ‘The monies raised by 
this increase will be used for 
principal and interest payments 
On the new fire station, In check- 
ing all avenues of financing the 
new fire station, legal counsel 
has advised that the method that 
would cost the taxpayer the least 
would be to borrow money and 
guarantee the repayment by atax 
rate increase,”’ 

The matter will come before 
the people on the Nov, 6 ballot 
and in time will be added either 
positively or negatively to the 
long history of the department 
and its progress,
